A single slip off 
Hie concrete ;it even n moderate speed 
means a probable accident. 
"in this dny and time when the 
highways arc put to railroad usage 
it is the duty of the state to eliminate 
construction that moans danger 
at 


normal tourist speeds. 


Eventually the old Washington-road 


concrete should be broadened by as- 
phalt on cither shoulder — but in the 
meantime, for the winter just ahead, 
Iho Slate Highway Department should 
build a gravel surface up to the level 
of the concrete clab.

The worst result of rheumatic in- 


flammation in o child is a complete 
involvement of the heart, described 
by .doctors as pancarditis, because it 
affei-ts the whole heart. 


f^heumatism in a child is usually 


accompanied also by fever and by 
painful joints. Some of the cases have 
the type of twitching known as St. 
Vitus' dance, or chorea. 
The pains 


that used to be called growing pains 
frequently "represent an inflammation 
of the muscles, so that a better name 
for the condition is muscular rheuma- 


Rheumatic fever rarely occurs in 


very young children, but is fairly 
frequent in the period between 5 and 
15 years of age. The most common 
ages are 7 for boys, and 10 for girls. 


As an example of the fatal charac- 


ter of this condition, one specialist re- 
ports the records of 564 children who 
were watched over a period of ten 
years. The first three years after the 
initial attack is the period of greatest 
hazard for rheumatic children. 


In this period 49 per cent of the 


.children had'one or more reappear-

stock bought at 513.000.000 wa^ writ- 
ten Up to a value of 530,000,000. 


Lament readily answered inquiries 


into the huge and complicated fi- 
nancial transactions, while Insull and 
his coc'efendants sat in intent silence. 
His disclosures made him the star 
witnes' to date in the proceedings. 


The heavy write-off was made on 


the company's inventory pieliminatv 
to Ihe filing of its statement with the 
'Chiiato Stock Exchange in the fail. 
of 1923. Lamont brought out the cor- 
poration's desire to avoid embarrass- 
ing, reftrence to it in identifyhvg a 
letter written by Clarence T. Mac 
Jfctt'e, a defendant and secretary of 
Kalsey. Stuart & Co.. to W. J. Parkor 
of the law firm of Schuyler, Wriu- 
iield and Hennessy in January ef 1930. 


In; the letter Mac Nellie reminded 


Parker that the latter had advised 
that in all statements of the Corpora- 
tion Securities Company ; the write- 
off should be mentioned.
